Don't Frighten Child 


Of course a child must be taught 


caution, or his career may be brief 
and stormy. For example, rare in 
croi-'sinj? the streets must be UuiK'lit 
at an early age. 
But such admoni- 


tions should be given in a. matter of 
fact manner, avoiding- such words as 
will strike terror in the mind of the 
child. 
Kear 
"psychoses," as 
the 


scientists call them, which appear in 
later life, arc often traced to the un- 
Wisf training- of childhood. 


One of the worst practices !a that 


of jriKhtcnins 1 the child with threats 
of the doe-tor or the police-man. 
The 


former is particularly ill advised. 
In 


case of illness, when it is necessary 
to call tlw:doctor, the instilled dread 
of the phj-sician often renders the 
child unmanageable1. 
A child should 


be Instructed that a police officer is 
one of his best friends. 


Nothing else svill so surely destroy 


that sc-lf-conflrlenpe 
In a rhild re- 


garding his ability to cope with his 
daily problems, as a sense of physi- 
cal or mental inferiority. 
If confi- 


dence in his own ability can he es- 
tablished, you will have done much 
to help the child in overcoming hts 
fi^ars of most tilings. 


Effect of Alarming Stories 


Some ilaiiyerous adventure in early 


childhood may be responsible for an 
apparently unreasonable f<-ar. 
The 


effects of ppoing a dreadful accident, 
of having a severe fall, or some un- 
pleasant experience should not be 
lightly regarded by the parents. Dis- 
CHSB the matter quietly with the child 
and nwl:'- ati effort to i-passurc him. j 
Ignoring the mattr-r entirely Is mnst j 
likely to fix the circumfttincr- more 
firmly in tin- fluid's mind ami to uive 
him a continued fi-oling of apprehen- 
sion. 


Alarming stories, emphasizing the 


subject of death, tales of wild beasts. 
"which come out r,f the woods to eat 
ii]> bad l i t t l e buy:-." may bring ob.-di- 
enee to '-rmimand.'). 
Rut they may 


rf-sult iii sti.••:•<? injury to the nervous 
system.
